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Mueller investigation indictments due 


Manafort or Flynn expected to be first to face 
criminal charges today, top Democrat says

WASHINGTON — One of two 
former top strategists for the 
Trump campaign is “likely” to face 
indictment as early as today, a sen- 
ior Democrat said Sunday, pre- 
viewing what would be the first 
criminal charges in the intensify- 
ing probe led by special counsel 


Robert Mueller into current and 
former members of President 
Donald Trump’s inner orbit. 

Rep. Adam Schiff, D-Calif., 
ranking member of the House in- 
telligence committee, said a fed- 
eral judge could unseal an indict- 
ment against either Paul Mana- 
fort, Trump’s former campaign 
manager, or Michael Flynn, who 
briefly served as Trump’s national 


security adviser in the 
White House. 

Schiff’s comments 
came amid intense specu- 
lation at the White House 
and on Capitol Hill over 
media reports that a fed- 
eral grand jury in Wash- 
ington has approved its 
first indictment in the FBI 
investigation into Russian 
meddling in the 2016 election and 
whether members of Trump’s 
campaign actively colluded with 
Moscow.

Schiff, a former federal 
prosecutor, said he was 
reacting to news reports 
and could not confirm the 
target or whether it in- 
volved Russia. “We 
haven’t been told who it 
is? he said on ABC’s “This 
Week.” 

Representatives of 
Flynn and Manafort 
could not be reached for comment 
on Sunday, and some reports sug- 
gested other individuals might be 
the focus of the sealed indictment. 


Trump did not specifically react 
to the expected indictment, but in 
a series of tweets, he denounced 
what he called “phony Trump/ 
Russia... ‘collusion? which doesn’t 
exist.” 

As in the past, he sought to 
blame partisan politics for the 
widening scandal, accusing rival 
Hillary Clinton and Democrats of 
orchestrating the FBI investiga- 
tions, the grand jury probe and 
congressional inquiries in an effort
